| No instance has been recorded of the celebra- 


tion of her birth day by musical assemblies, 
earlier than the latter part of 17th, century. 
At that time there was a rage for celebrat- 
ing the birth-day of this Saint, not only in 
London, but in all the considerable cities and 
towns in the Kingdom where music was culti- 
vated, ‘The first musical composition written 
expressly for celebrating St. Cecilia's day — 
November 22d—in England, was composed 
by Purcell, in 1683. Jt was printed in score 
by John Playford. In 1687 Dryden wrote 
his sang for St. Cecilia's day, begining : 

«From harmony, from heayenly harmony 

This universai frame bogan.” 

A tradition has been handed down that her 
skill in music was so great that an angel was 
wont to come and listen to her. This idea is 
beautifylly expressed by Dryden, in one of 
the stanzas of the song just alluded to :— 

“Orpheus could lead the savage race ; 

And trees uprooted left there place, 
Sequacious of the lyre: 

But bright Cecilia raised the wonder higher ,

An angel heard, and straight appeared, 
Mistaking earth for heaven,”
